Oriental Disease Was Brought 
Here by Rats. 


W ashington. Jan 
IO.—Tho bubonic 
plague, which claims thousands of vic­ 
tim s each year in the Orient, is now 
epidemic in Californa for th e first time 
In tho history of the United States, 
and according to C. H art 
Merriam, 
chief of the bureau of biological sur­ 
vey. who gave this inform ation to the 
house com m ittee on agriculture, the 
condition which confronts the govern­ 
ment lh serious Mr. Merriam appeared 
before the house com m ittee to give his 
testim ony as to the needs of th e bio­ 
logical h rvey. He declared that the 
$25,000 which congress allowed him 
last year for Investigating the food 
hntdts of birds and m am m als would 
hardly be sufficient this time, and gave 
as the principal reason the fact that 
his bureau Is trying to devise an eco­ 
nomical m eans of destroying gophers, 
ground squirrels, rabbits, field mice 
and other rodents 
which carry the 
plague. 
“In the case of the California ground 
squirrel," said Mr. Merriam, "we par­ 
ticularly feel the need of doing exter­ 
mination work on a sufficiently large 
scale to find out Just what we can dc 
and at approxim ately what it will cost. 
As you know, the California ground 
squirrel is m rry ln g the plague now 
and is a m enace to the whole country.” 
“ W here does the ground squirrel 
get 
the 
plague?” 
asked 
Chairm an 
Scott. 
"From the introduced European rats 
about San Francisco bay,” replied Mr. 
Merriam. "During the past year there 
have been nine or ten cases of human 
plague just east of San Francisco hay. 
To the south and southeast of the bay 
the disease can spread 
indefinitely 
over the rest of th e state and thence 
easterly over other states to the Gulf 
of Mexico, contam inating every spe­ 
cies of squirrel with which it comes in 
contact and menacing the lives of the 
people. During the past few months 
more than 3«»0 ground squirrels have 
been found infected with the plague 
by the m arine hospital service in the 
region imm ediately east of San F ran ­ 
cisco bay.”

been carrying on for some tim e past, 
and which will be continued, other of­ 
ficials of the Indian service may suffer 
a like fate to that of Superintendent 
Benedict and the 
three 
supervisors 
suspended. 
The investigation which resulted In 
this action was entered into because 
of various reports reaching th*- de 
part men t here, charging ti *• officials 
already suspended, as well as others, 
with activities which it was thought 
were 
Improper for government era 
ployes. 
T he suspended supervisors are Cal J 
vin Ballard, of the Choctaw schools, 
at McAlester; Frederick H. U n b o lts .! 
of the Chickasaw schools. Ardmore, 
and 
W alt% 
Falwell, of the Creek 
schools, at Muskegee. Before any fu r- j 
ther action is taken in their (asea the 
four men will be allowed to make an­ 
swer to the secretary of the interior 
as to the charges that have been made 
against them. 


Nature of the Charges. 


FYom the report made in the case 
it appears that Superintendent Bene­ 
dict is connected with certain business 
interests 
in 
Oklahom a 
which 
have 
more or less business with the In­ 
dians, which relationship, it was be­ 
lieved. was wholly incompatible with 
his service as superintendent. He had 
permitted the schools, it was rejsirted. 
to fall into a disgraceful condition, and 
the supervisors have neglected their 
duties in the enforcement of school 
contracts and in m atters affecting the

and

rounding the conduct of the schools. 
Oscar H. Lipps. supervisor of In 
dian schools, who was sent to Okla 
horn a with the charges, notified the 
departm ent 
here of his arrival and 
that he has relieved Superintendent | 
Benedict pending the result of the In J 
vestlgatioD The duties of the suspend­ 
ed supervisors will be performed tem 1 
porarlly by detailed clerks of th*- in 
dian office. 
Superintendent Benedict | 
has been connected with the Indian 
service for ten years past. 
Secretary 
Ballinger

stoner Valentina, of the indian office, j 
announce that the investigation of co n -1 
ditinns surrounding the schools, al­ 
though not conducted publicly, will be

The usa of silos has three great ad­ 
vantages over dry feed methods. 
It 
is more economical, the feeding value 
of the product Is Improved, aud silos 
make cattle feeding profitable, hence 
help to maintain soil fertility. 
The 
economy of silage results from the 
fact that cattle will readily eat the 
entire stalk In silage form, while In 
whole or shredded dry fodder a goodly 
portion of tile stalk is refused. 
If fod­ 
der is stored in a dry shed the per­ 
centage waste Iii curing is not much 
different from the same in silos since 
there Is a portion of silage on top that 
spoil®, hut lf corn Is husked In the 
field the same crop In silage Is worth 
at h*ast 25 per cent more. 
If the crop Is to be stored the silo 
Is the most economical storage room, 
since nearly twice the amount of dry 
matter may 
be stored In the same 
space in the form of silage than as 
fodder; also crops may often be si 
Iced that would otherwise be lost.

Most of the trap nests for sale uro 
too complicated in construction. They 
get out of order easily, are not sure in 
action and require too much time to 
reset. Here is a simple plan for a nest 
that works. The pictures tell the story. 
Just take a box thirty inches long, 
fifteen inches deep, fifteen inches wide 


NEST OPEN. 
inside measure. 
Divide equally, hav­ 
ing the nest in rear aud trapping con 
trivance in front 
The latter hinged to the division 
board is simply the door and movable 
floor hinged together aud so balanced 
that when a hen steps on the block on 
the front of floor down goes tile floor 
and up goes the door. 
After laying the hen stets* to the 
front for you to release her. You place 
Her band number on record, remove

egg and stamp it if It is to be set or 
tested for fertility and then reset the 
nest.
